Lighting Situation Is Now “Up to’”’ the 
House of Delegates, Which Is Said 
to Be Still Defiant and 
Inclined to Inaction.

The Council Thursday morning passed 
the three new temporary lighting bills with 
a rush. 

All votes upon them were unanimous. Ev- 
ery device for hastening legis.ative action 
Was resorted to. Every member had made 
up his mind to support the bills, and no 
time was wasted in discussion, although 
several members explained their vote. 

The Committee on Public Improvements 
met before the Council session and agreed 


upon a favorable report. Having repdrted 
upon them, the rules were suspended and 
the bills sent to engrossment. The Com- 
mittee on Engrossed and Enrolled Bills met 
at once and hasti.y examined the bDiils 
and reported them back to the Council. 

Under the suspension of the rules, the 
bills were immediately passed by an unan- 
lomus vote, 

But the passage of the bilis was ac- 
companied by several short speeches ex- 
planatory of votes, which bristled with de- 
nunciation of President McMath and his 
colleagues on the Board of Public Im- 
provements, whom the speakers held 
responsibie for the emergency that has oc- 
curred. 

The quick action on the part.of the Coun- 
cil lays all the responsibility for further 
delay in relieving the present emergency 
upon the House of Delegates. The House 
meeis Friday night. 

It is understood tbat at a caucus of the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The Industrial

Rockefeller, president of the Standani | i) 
Co., replies to questions sent him by the | 


commission. | 

The Standard Oll Co., he says, received 
rebates from railroads prior to 1s, but | 
received no special advantages for which 
it did not give full compensation. No 
profits came from such rebates, as Wwhat- 
ever advantage was received in this way 
was deducted from the price of oll. 

The company, he declares, never re: ‘eived 
any income from any railroad for olis 
shipped over its line. The enterprise had 
been successful, he says, solely because of 
the cheapness of its commodity. 

After detailing the growth of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. from a partnership - 1867, Mr.

Debate in the Senate Over a Resolution 
Asking the President for Full 
Information.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The. resolution 
of Senator Pettigrew regarding attempts 
to open negotiations with the Filipinos was 
to-day taken up in the Senate. Benator 


Hoar had offered a similar resolution of 
broader scope.

Philippines in arms against the United 
States. as to the projected uprising !n the 
city of Manila for the destruction of for- 
eign property and massacre of residents; 
also regarding treatment of gigs ob by 
insurgents. Mr. Lodge refered to the pub- 
lished reports of the plan to throw dyna- 
mite bombs during the funeral of Gen. 
Lawton to create diversion, during which 
an uprising wads to occur. Hy iis amendment 
also covered information regarding the antl- 
imperialistic utterances wno.ch were being 
disseminated amon the’ insurgents and 
alleged documents ae ‘ulated among United 
States soldiers serving in the Philippines 
last summer, urging them not to re-enlist. 
Information regarding all these facts Mr. 
Lodge said shou.d be known. 

Mr. Rawlins suggested that if the resolu- 
tion was to be burdened, why not make 
it include all the preliminary negotiations 
with the insurgents befure the war be- 


wan. 
Mr. Lodge said that was what he was 
trying to procure, a full and complete 


Seoount of all occurrences from Jan. 1], 

Mr. Hoar assented to Mr. Lodge's plan, 
but aaid he should also like to include 
the President's instructions to the Peace 
Commissioners in Paris. But he presumed 
there would be objection and that he would 
not press it. But he shouN, however, 
prose the request for al instructions to the 
ee commissioners. 


Mr. Hoar was also desirous that this 
infurmation shovld be sent in from time 
to time, not one huge, unwiedly docu- 
ment. 


Mr. Pettigrew insisted upon separate ac- 
tion upon his resolution. He referred fee!- 
ingly to the manner in which his resolution 
of Dec. 14 was shelved on the ground 
that it would be immediately telegraphed 
to the insurgents, but in reality to prevent 
the American people from knowing the 
facts. His present resolution called for 
specific facts and should be passed, 

Mr. Pettigrew sa'd: 

“The resolution of Senator Lodge should 
read, ‘If not incompatible with the inier- 
ests of a candidate for re-ejection.’ "’ 

“The whole conduet of Administration 
Senators,”” said Mr. Pettigrew. ‘“‘is in line 
with the policy of conc ealing the news and 
suppressing the facts.’ 

Mr. Pettigrew charged that vital parts 
had been suppressed in Otis’ report; that 
news of the Sulu treaty had been mangled 
‘and suppressed until the Ohio election and 
that Gen. Otis had altered the President's 
proclamation before he issued it. 

Otis had defrauded the Filipinos and the 

Administration and had humbugged the 
American people. During his remarka Mr. 


Pettigrew referred to the insurgent gov- 


ment as ‘‘A sister republic.’’ 
Mr. Pettigrew said he refused to leave 


to the President's discretion the question 
of answering his interrogatories. An ad- 
ministration that would suppress the truth 
from the public would not hesitate to con- 
ceal facts from the Senate. The policy 
of the Administration, he said, had bee n, in 
his opinion, instigated by Eng! and.
